WITH JAPAN 


Agreement ot Farreaching Im­ 


portance Is Made. 


TO MAINTAIN THE STATUS QUO 


United States and Japan Bound to De­

Agreement Contains a Mutual Guar 


antee to Respect Each O ther’s Ter 


ritorial Possessions in the Pacific. 


Washington, Nov. 28.—Despite offi­ 
cial reticence, information from re 
liable sources has been obtained ol 
an agreement of farreaching Impor­ 
tance between the United Stales and 
Japan covering the policy of the two 
countries in the Pacific. 
The agreement Is based on the Idea 
of encouraging and defending free and 
peaceful commercial development in 
the Pacific. 
It contains not only a 
mutual guarantee to respect each oth 
er’s territorial possessions there, but 
defines the attitude of the two coun 
trie« towards China, binding each tc 
defend 
by 
every 
peaceful 
means 
China's independence and integrity 
and give equal commercial opportuni 
ties in the.Chinese empire to all na­ 
tions. 
But more Important still, thf 
agreement, In the event of complica­ 
tions threatening the status quo, binds 
the United States and Japan to con­ 
sult each other with a view to acting 
together. 
The agreement has been drawn up 
in the form of a declaration and con 
sists of five articles, of which the fol 
lowing is an accurate and faithful de 
Ecrtption • 
The first article gives expression to 
the wish of the two governments to 
encourage the free and peaceful de j 
velopment of their commerce in the 
Pacific. 
The second is a mutual dis 
claimer of an agressive design and 
contains also a definition of the policy I 
of each government, both as directed I 
ts the maintenance qL the, existing ; 


status quo In th#* Pacific and the de­ 
fense of the principle of equal op­ 
portunity for commerce and industry 
in China. 
The third article contains 
a statement of the consequent "firm" 
reciprocal resolution of each govern­ 
ment to respect the territorial pos 
session in the Pacific of the other. 
Tn 
the fourth article the United States 
and Japan express their determination 
"in the common interest of all the 
powers” in China to support “by all 
peaceful means at their dispc«al“ the 
independence and integrity of China 
and the principle of equal commercial 
and Industrial opportunity for all na­ 
tions In the empire. 
The fifth artielu 
mutually pledges the two governments 
in the case of “the occurrence of any 
event threatening the status quo as 
above described or the principle of 
equal opportunity as above defined to 
communicate with each other for the 
purpose of arriving at a mutual un­ 
derstanding with regard to the mens 
iires they may consider useful to 
take.”

The Northern Pacific railroad com­ 
pany is preparing to make a thorough 
test of the comparative efficiency of 
cedar blocks treated with creosote and 
pine plank as a material for depot 
platforms, etc. 
Some time ago a bunch 
of material was treated at the tie pre­ 
serving plant here and it has now been 
put in place for the test. 
A space 10 
by 16 feet near the west end of the de­ 
pot, where the traffic between the trains 
and express office is heaviest has been 
used for the purpose. The platform was 
cut away and the sand leveled and 
packed. 
Three inch planks which had 
been treated by the creosotingiprocess 
were laid down flat on the sand. 
On 
top of these the treated cedar blocks 
were placed. 
The blocks, which are 
four inches square and eight inches long 
were placed on end and wedged in 
closely, being so set as to break joints. 
The surface was then given a coat of 
tar paint. 
As the cedar blocks are 
surrounded by plank walk it should 
prove a fair test. 
The only objection 
found to the scheme is that the tar 
paint was tracked all over town.

WITH JAPAN 


Agreement of Farreaching Im­

Washington, Nov. 28.—Despite offi- I 
elal reticence, information from re ! 
liable sources has been obtained oi 
an agreement of farreaching impor | 
tance between the United States and j 
Japan covering the policy of the two 
countries in the Pacific. 
I 
The agreement is based on the ideo 
of encouraging and defending free and 
peaceful commercial development in 
the Pacific. 
It contains not only a 
mutual guarantee to respect each oth 
er’s territorial possessions there, but 
defines the attitude of the two coun 
tries towards China, binding each to 
defend 
by 
every 
peaceful 
means 
China’s independence and integrity 
and give equal commercial opportuni 
ties In the.Chinese empire to all na 
tlons. 
But more important still, the 
agreement, in the event of complies 
tions threatening the status quo, binds 
the United States and Japan to con­ 
sult each other with a view to acting 
together. 
The agreement has been draw* up 
in the form of a declaration and con 
gists of five articles, of which the fol 
lowing is an accurate and faithful de­ 
scription : 
The first article gives expression to 
the wish of the two governments to 
encourage the free and peaceful de­ 
velopment of their commerce in the 
Pacific. The second is a mutual dis­ 
claimer of an agressive design and 
contains also a definition of the policy 
of each government, both as directed 
to the maintenangs, qL the, existing 


status quo In the Pacific and the de­ 
fense of the principle of equal op­ 
portunity for commerce and industry 
In China. The third article contains 
a statement of the consequent “firm” 
reciprocal resolution of each govern­ 
ment to respect the territorial pos 
session in the Pacific of the other. In 
the fourth article the United States 
and Japan express their determination 
“In the common interest of all the 
powers” In China to support “by all 
peaceful means at their disposal” tile 
independence and integrity of China 
and the principle of equal commercial 
and industrial opportunity for all na­ 
tions in the empire. The fifth artlclo 
mutually pledges the two governments 
in the case of “the occurrence of any 
event threatening the status quo as 
above described or the principle of 
equal opportunity as above defined to 
communicate with each other for the 
purpose of arriving at a mutual un­ 
derstanding with regard to the meas 
tires they may consider useful to 
take.”

The Northern Pacific railroad com­ 
pany is preparing to make a thorough 
test of the comparative efficiency of 
cedar blocks treated with creosote and 
pine plank as a material for depot 
platforms, etc. Some time ago a bunch 
of material was treated at the tie pre­ 
serving plant here and it has now been 
put in place for the test. 
A space IO 
by 16 feet near the west end of the de­ 
pot, where the traffic between the trains 
and express office is heaviest has been 
used for the purpose. The platform was 
cut away and the sand leveled and 
packed. Three inch planks which had 
been treated by the creosoting (process 
were laid down flat on the sand. On 
top of these the treated cedar blocks 
were placed. The blocks, which are 
four inches square and eight inches long 
were placed on end and wedged in 
closely, being so set as to break joints. 
The surface was then given a coat of 
tar paint. As the cedar blocks are 
surrounded by plank walk it should 
prove a fair test. The only objection 
found to the scheme is that the tar 
paint was tracked all over town.

Grave Fears Are

28.—The 
coasting 
steamer Ponting, 
carrying 
a large 
number of laborers from Narvacan to 
the rice field* in Pangasinan province, 
struck a rock and tank during a 
storm off the town af San Fernando 
in Union province. 
It is estimated 
that IOO of the passengers and crew 
of the Ponting were drowned. 
The 
steamer Viscaya rescued flfty-flve. 
A patrol of constabulary which was 
established immediately after the ac­ 
cident picked up fifteen bodies and 
many are coming ashore. 
It is not 
known 
whether 
any Americans or 
Europeans were aboard the wrecked 
steamer. 
The raging typhoon which has been 
sweeping these waters for the past 
week, leaving In its wake death and 
destruction, reached its height when 
the coasting steamer Pointing went 
down off San Fernando with fully IOO 
native laborers on board. 
Within tho harbor of Manila, almost 
entirely landlocked as it Is, the storm 
raged violently. 
The beach all the 
way from Cavite to Sangley Point is 
strewn with the wreckage of small 
craft Houses were torn to pieces and 
hundreds of trees were uprooted. 
The water was so rough that Ad 
mil a1 Sperry prohibited both men and 
officers from going out Into the bay, 
fearing the loss of many lives. 
The gravest forebodings now pre­ 
vail regarding the fate of the army 
transport Dix, which is seven days 
overdue. 
It Is generally feared here 
that, even if the Dix managed to out­ 
ride the storm of the past few' day**, 
she may have gone down in the storm 
of Friday night. 
Naval officers here 
declare It is doubtful if any vessel 
could survive the buffeting of Thurs­ 
day.
